The maintenance department of Hamptons 
Subway tracked down a solution to an unusual 
problem the other day.

Snack Catastrophe 


Move to “South of the Border” Gets Ginger Snaps Off the Shelves

first noticed there was something wrong 
about four months ago. Shopping at the 
East Hampton IGA on North Main Street, | 
went to the cookie aisle and there discovered 
that my favorite brand of cookie, which | 
was running out of, was not on the shelves. 


I was disappointed in that, and went home 


without my Nabisco Ginger Snaps, which I have 
been eating for years and years as my favorite 
sweet snack. 

The slogan on the box says “Made with real 
ginger and molasses,” and I always go yum, 
yum. They are crisp and thick and when you 
bite into them they break softly and soon 
almost melt in your mouth. 

How many of you out there love these ginger 
snaps? I thought so. 

In the weeks that followed, I continued to 
notice that the Nabisco Ginger Snaps were still 
not in stock. | bought a substitute ginger snap, 
called Anna’s Thins, made in Sweden. They give 
you the same number of ginger snaps, but being 
thin, the box is much smaller, so it’s about half 
the size. Also, it costs about twice as much, 


being from Sweden and all. And anyway, they 
don’t have the rich snap that the Nabisco ones 
do. They apparently just wave the ginger over 
the cookie in the bakery. Also, when you bite 
them, they break into dusty crumbs. Not good. 

Finally, | asked the manager, who | know, 
about it, and he seemed puzzled that the Ginger 
Snaps weren’t there. He said he’d look into it. 
But nothing came of it. 

I missed my ginger snaps. ] eat them when 
I drink coffee in the morning, then I have a 
few late morning and some in the afternoon 
when I have a small bottle of Starbucks Mocha 
Frappuccino chilled coffee. Nothing wrong with 
that, anyway. It’s my routine. 

I’ve often thought that I’m sort of addicted to 
these particular ginger snaps. I’ve read about 
certain tribes in Africa and elsewhere who 
habitually chew on certain kinds of herbs. My 
herb is Nabisco Ginger Snaps. 

Then I noticed when shopping in New York 
City for our apartment there that there were 
none of my ginger snaps at Fairway. 

That made me go to Google. Something was 
wrong. It turns out that the Nabisco Ginger 
Snaps are absolute proof that Donald Trump is 


right about everything. Everything he complains 
about comes to a crashing confluence with the 
demise of Nabisco Ginger Snaps. 

Here’s the headline and lead paragraph from 
an article in Consumer Affairs magazine: 

TOO MUCH LEAD IN NABISCO GINGER 
SNAPS, CALIFORNIA ALLEGES 

“Food giant Mondelez—which bought the 
Nabisco line of snack foods from Kraft Foods a 
few years back—has agreed to pay $750,000 and 
limit lead in its cookies to no more than 30 parts 
per billion per serving,” the Consumer Affairs’ 
report says. (Actually, Nabisco got spun off by 
Kraft into an international snack food company 
that changed its name to Mondelez. Can they 
do that? They did!) And off went Ginger Snaps 
to a factory beyond our. borders. | learned 
Nabisco is an American brand. It’s as American 
as Budweiser (which got sold to a consortium 
from Belgium). So here you have it, a corporate 
rejigger and Mondelez takes jobs away from 
Americans and sends them abroad, or as Trump 
might say, to Mexico. Over the narrow waters of 
the Rio Grande. 

“The agreement follows a lawsuit filed by 
California and _ the (Continued on next page) 
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nonprofit Center for Environmental Health,” the - 


story continues. “The lawsuit charged that the 
company sold ginger snap cookies containing 
lead in excess of California limits without the 
warning required by California’s Proposition 65, 
which requires warning labels on any product 
containing potential carcinogens or substances 
that can cause birth defects.” 

Are the Mexicans poisoning America? 
Is it deliberate? 

“The levels of lead found in Nabisco’s Ginger 
Snap cookies posed a serious health threat, 
potentially impacting the brain development of 
our children,” said California Attorney General 
Kamala D. Harris in a press release quoted in 
Consumer Affairs. “My office will continue to 
enforce Proposition 65 to guarantee that all 
Californians are fully informed when hazardous 
substances and chemicals can be found in 
consumer products.” 

Okay, but that’s in California. Why is that 
resulting in problems here in East Hampton? It’s 
the whole country being brought down by the 
Mexicans, that’s what. 

“While Mondelez International has settled this 
case,” a company spokesman told Courthouse 
News Service, according to Consumer Affairs, 
“we remain confident that these products pose 
no health or safety concern to consumers and 
that all our products are sold in compliance 
with applicable federal and state laws. We felt it 
was in the best interest of all parties concerned 
to resolve this matter at this time to avoid 
protracted litigation,” 


Probably speaking in Spanish, which had 
to be translated. Trump says real Americans 
speak English. 

And then not only does Mexico have a leg 
up because all sorts of illegal things can go on 
there that can’t go on in America—we can’t 
compete, it’s not a level playing field—these 
robbers and drug dealers and rapists can get 
away with it.

“Experts have linked high lead _ levels 
in molasses to soil in which sugar is 
grown....Sources of lead in powdered ginger 
have also been linked to contaminated soil 
in which ginger is grown,” Consumer Affairs 
magazine continues. 

And it’s only on some pansy California 
rule made by all those wimpy liberals that 
they finally got caught. There’s too many rules 
and regulations. 


I read on. The testing was done by the Center 
for Environmental Health in California. The 


~ law requires a warning on the label if a serving 


exposes them to more than 0.5 micrograms of 
lead. A serving of these cookies were found to 
have up to 9 times that, or 0.45 micrograms. 

How much is a serving? I looked at the side of 
the box. I still have a box—the last of three— 
now down to the last 10 cookies. A serving is 
four cookies (28g). Personally, that is not a 
serving. | reckon a serving of ginger snaps by 
the sleeve. One sleeve is a serving. That’s a very 
large number of cookies. But no more. 

If these ginger snaps are now from a company 
with a Mexican name (with an accent mark over 
the final “e.”), how come they still say Nabisco, 
Trump would bellow. Turns out when Kraft did 
the spin-off, the name Nabisco went with it. Olé! 

Nabisco is American as apple pie, Trump 
might try, They’ve stolen the name. I don’t even 
know how to pronounce Mondelez, he’d say. 
Men-dole-olay? (Laughter).

East End’s Power Wanes 


Both in Congress and in the Legislature We Lose Representation

he Congressmen for eastern Long Island 

have been from the very eastern part of 
it—Southampton, Riverhead or Wainscott— 
for nearly all the 60 years J have lived here. 
It seemed a wonderful thing. The district 
stretched out much to the west. Want to call 
our Congressman down in Washington? He was 
our neighbor. It felt pretty good. 

We had Stuyvesant Wainwright from 
Wainscott for six terms between 1953 and 
1961. Then we had Otis Pike from Riverhead 
for nine terms from 1961 to 1979. There was 
a gap of a few years when our Congressman 
was from farther west. But then came George 
J. Hochbrueckner from Laurel on the North 
Fork for four terms from 1987 to 1995, Michael 
Forbes from Riverhead for a term between 
1999 and 2001, then after another outlander, 
Tim Bishop from Southampton for six terms 
between 2003 and 2015. 

The district was gerrymandered a _ bit 
about five years ago. The North Fork got a 
Congressman of its own, but it extended to 
Stony Brook, and the South Fork extended 
farther into Brookhaven. But we still prevailed. 
All of eastern Long Island was about a million 
people. Yet for our five East End towns, we 
were just 110,000. We must be so smart to have 


those in the western part of the district elect us 
almost every time. 

In 2014, Lee Zeldin from Brookhaven got 
elected. As a right wing Republican—he 
supported Trump—he was very attentive to 
the needs of us folks out here, although he was 
not from here. He was from Shirley. Most of 
us thought a successful former Southampton 
Town Supervisor, Anna Throne-Holst, would 
unseat him. But she failed. And this may bode ill 
for the East End. Maybe the rest of the district 
is coming to its senses. 

Another change diminished the East End’s 
power during my time here. I was 16 when my 
parents moved out to Montauk. At that time, 
Suffolk County was controlled by the East End. 
The County consisted of a Board of Supervisors. 
Our five East End towns outvoted the rest of the 
county on almost every matter. 

In 1965, “one person, one vote” became the 
law. And so our five East End towns, which 
then had a population of 60,000, bowed down 
to the western end’s 800,000. Now there were 
County Legislators whose districts coincided 
with population totals. Although the actual 
landmass of the East End, mostly farmland, was 
larger in acreage than the four towns to the 
west, the new configuration in the County was 
17 legislators from the west and 2 legislators 
from the east. As a result, the west end 


always has its way with the more rural East 
End here. A mass exodus of government 
workers left Riverhead, the county seat. They 
moved 50 miles to the west, to Islip in the 
center of the county. 

Only the state has retained power on the East 
End. Way back when, Perry Duryea Jr. from 
Montauk was the Leader of the State Assembly 
and the most powerful man in the state, other 
than the governor. Today, the power on the 
East End is provided by Fred Thiele from Sag 
Harbor, who has been our State Assemblyman. 
He’s been on that job for 10 terms and seems 
destined to have that job for life, so responsive 
is he to the needs of the East End. He does 
have an office in Albany, of course, but his 
main office is in Bridgehampton. And he works 
closely with Ken LaValle, the longtime office 
holder from the district just to the west of ours. 

After one-person-one-vote, the powerless East 
End made a strong effort to create a breakaway 
county from Suffolk County. The East End is 
largely farmland and fishing. The rest of the 
county is suburbs to New York City. We hoped 
to create Peconic County. 

The effort succeeded all the way to the desk 
of State Assembly Speaker Sheldon Silver. He 
said no. And he prevailed. Two years ago, Silver 
resigned in disgrace. Perhaps Peconic County 
ought to be put on the table once again. g&

Does 
anyone have an ancient box of them, so we can 
compare ingredients? Unfortunately, I threw 
mine away! 

“My observations: 

1. They are paler than they used.to be. 

2. The top is slightly concave—and | don’t 
remember that. 

3. They are VERY hard—and not in the 
same way that they used to be. They are 
UNPLEASANTLY hard now, and they do not 
soften to a decent texture as you eat them.

Vista vs. Patch 


How “A Man’s Castle” Has Put an End to Horizon Views Here

very year there is somebody in the 
4 Hamptons who is pushing to rope off 
a wide-open space, border it with hedgerows 
and keep everybody out so just they and 
their friends can look at the space alone. 
From the inside. So it’s not much of a space 
anymore, but just something that has to be 
mowed and landscaped. 
- “Wait until you see this garden I have created,” 
they toot. It could now include an artificial pond 
stocked with fish—real fish—a park bench, 
some sculpted hedges, a tennis court and 
swimming pool. They give you the code to the 
front gate. You drive up. Is this the right house? 
Enter the code and we'll see. Presto! The gates 
swing open and there you are in the world that 
the master of the universe—or the mistress of 
the universe—has created. 

All this is well and good for them and their 
friends, but the truth is that it is one more bite 
out of the magnificent open communal space 
that is the Hamptons and that so fascinated 


them that they thought they ought to come 
out here in the first place. They are indeed 
masters of all they survey. But it isn’t much at 
all, frankly, when you compare it to the whole. 

The Hamptons still is, for the most part, 
what it has always been. Mists still hover over 
the vast vineyards and potato fields. Bays, 
ponds, farms and the seas are everywhere. 
Sunset views can be seen over water. People 
go out clamming, or sailing. They lie out on the 
beaches and feel the wind sliding over their 
bodies. Animals still roam (sorry about that). 

Our towns and villages are fierce defenders of 
open space. Huge sums of money are now being 
spent to save open lands, the money coming— 
rather ingeniously—from a 2% tax levied on all 
real estate sales in excess of $250,000. 

Nevertheless, the trend continues. You 
never hear of someone buying a property, 
taking an addition off the house to make it a 
more modest size, tearing out the fences and 
hedgerows, planting indigenous foliage and 
opening it up for all to enjoy, including the 
occupants now in residence. 


A concept that involves wealthy people 
walling themselves off is hard to understand 
when thinking about the Hamptons. Is crime 
rampant? Are they afraid they will experience 
burglary? Is this about stalkers? Do they really 
NOT want to see the rest of the Hamptons 
except when they go “out?” 

Guess what? If the trend gets to a tipping 
point, the Hamptons will lose what we all love 
about it. Arriving here, an individual with a 
McMansion in the Hamptons surrounded by 
hedgerows could be anywhere. It could be 
Bayonne, New Jersey. Same thing. Hedges, 
flowers, pond, tennis, pool. Think about it. 

The first group of rich people who settled 
in the summertime out here understood what 
they had. This was the WASP community. 
They would come out east to enjoy the air and 
waters of the Hamptons from great summer 
mansions they built down by the sea. You could 
drive along Meadow Lane or Lily Pond Lane 
or many another lane and see them, one after 
another, visible to their next-door neighbor 
a few hundred yards (Continued on next page)

away and, for the most part, visible to those 
driving by. 

As for the rest, take a ride in a car over the 
hills of the Old Montauk Highway and try to 
look down at the ocean. You once could see the 
beach. Go up to the lookout east of the Deep 
Hollow Ranch out at Montauk and try to look 
out. The view is now just foliage. Drive along 
Hedges Lane a mile from the Atlantic Ocean 
and try to see the ocean mist billowing over 
the dunes onto the farm fields of Sagaponack. 
You can see nothing but the hedgerows. The 
Hedges family was one of the founding families 
in Bridgehampton. Now people think the lane 
was named after the hedgerows. 


In years past, you could drive along 
that road and see modest, modern 
houses, each on an acre or two, 
facing out to sea. 


One of the most startling new developments 
in this situation is what is happening at 
Beach Hampton, just east of Amagansett. A 
road runs along parallel to the dunes there. In 
years past, you could drive along that road and 
see modest, modern beach houses, each on an 
acre or two, facing out to the sea on one side 
and out to the road on the other. Driving by, 
. you could see the ocean occasionally. You’d 
know it was there. You could park along that 


road and walk through the dunes to the beach. 

I was down there one recent Saturday 
afternoon. Many beach houses have been 
razed and replaced with massive, private gated 
homes. Where the walkthroughs from the road 
to the beach are, you will now find someone 
sitting in a chair at a folding table who will 
stop you. The walkways are for the use of the 
residents of the Beach Hampton Association 
only. Are you such a member? Sorry, you can’t 
be allowed through. 

Of course, there are No Parking signs all 
along that road now. And there are even speed 
bumps to let you know you are really not 
welcome here. 

Also, this is the community where the group 
of some 100 property owners with newly built 
homes filed a lawsuit against the town, hoping 
to keep you from driving on the beach and 
being a “nuisance,” which could mean even 
walking along the ocean beach for the quarter 
mile where the new houses are, let alone 
fishing, beach driving or sunbathing. 

These homeowners hired top-of-the-line 
lawyers to sift through the legal documents 
that have been written to accompany the legal 
transfers of the deeds in this area from one 
person to another during the last 300 years. 
They hoped they could find a document that 
fails to properly state that the transfer includes 
the restrictions that keep property owners from 
excluding town residents. 

Their goal? They want, as a small group, “sole 
and complete possession of subject property 


be awarded to plaintiffs (and that) all persons 
be forever barred from all claims to right 
to use subject property (and) a permanent 
injunction against all persons from utilizing 
subject property as a bathing beach.” 

A few weeks ago, a State Supreme Court 
judged ruled for the local people, dismissing 
the claim. But there’s still a chance the locals 
can lose, depending on the appeals process.

Here’s a website for the private group that 
aims to prevent this from happening, not only 
here at this beach but at all other beaches in 
this town—go to citizensforaccessrights.com. 
“Join the fight to preserve public beach access 
for everyone, not just a select few,” they write. 
“Citizens for Access Rights strives to protect all 
forms of public beach access and to preserve 
the rights and traditions provided to residents 
since colonial times.” 

Among other things you can do on this site 
is sign a petition encouraging the Town Board 
to follow through on their vow to condemn this 
beach and turn it into a facility for the public in 
the event that the appeals court overturns the 
judges’ decision. ga

Due Diligence 

The best listing agents sell property based on substance. Before even 
marketing the property, these agents understand that they are brokering a 
specific property that requires a tailored approach. To define their product, 
the best listing agents look beyond the walls and examine the deed, 
covenants and restrictions, historic easements that run with the land, tax 
bills, certificates of occupancy, open permits, survey, and existing liens (e.g., 
mortgage) while obtaining payoff letter(s). The deed is used to confirm 
ownership and to ascertain whether any legal action is required to be 
pursued prior to even considering selling the property. The covenants and 
restrictions provide whether the property has restrictions on its use such 
as only permitting local vegetation on the land. The easements indicate 
whether another has a superior legal right to use the property, such as a 
right-of-way to the beach. The tax bill confirms whether the property is in 
a hamlet or a village while also providing the district, section, block and lot 
number(s) for the property from the relevant tax map. 

Knowing the property's district, section, block and lot number(s) is 
important for top agents to sell prospects a vision of what the property 
can be under new ownership (eg., whether a barn can be built on the 
property pursuant to the applicable code or a tennis court or even a 
moat). The certificates of occupancy identify whether the municipality 
has recognized the existing structure as legal or if a buyer will be buying 
a violation and a future court appearance with their real estate purchase. 
The open permits advise what construction has yet to be finalized and 
whether the construction is permitted to continue as intended. The survey 
explains the metes and bounds for the property, which detail such items 
as whether the driveway is within the property's boundaries or 
problematically, located on neighbor's property. Lastly, the liens and 
payoff letters, when compared with the fair market value for the property, 
define whether the property has equity. Only after obtaining this information, 


and more (i.e., a seller's home inspection, appraisal, etc.), can a listing agent 
tailor their marketing strategy for the specific property to obtain an optimal 
purchase price. 

To know if you are working with one of the best, see if the agent asks 
you for your closing statement and title policy from purchase prior to taking 
the listing. This information is the ideal starting place for a listing agent in 
commencing their due diligence in seeking to get you the highest price. 

The best buyer's agents look for much of the same information, but for 
a different purpose. Their goal is to negotiate down the purchase price 
through substance. To know if you are working with one of the best, see 
if they both go to your town or village in order to check the legality of 
the property and then to the County Clerk in order to pull your deed with 
the covenants and restrictions for the property. Alternatively, many of the 
best brokers have a computer program that gives them access to much 
of this information (i.e. both the Suffolk County Clerk and the Town of 
Southampton also have websites with this information). Just know that the 
best real estate salespersons have a relationship with those who work for 
your local municipality where they can greet the municipal worker by name 
and obtain immediate help with questions and concerns. 


Negotiations 

As simple as it may sound, the best agents can articulate who they 
represent and whether a conflict of interest is present in a given transaction. 
A conflict of interest may occur if the same associate real estate broker 
or real estate salesperson represents both sides of the transaction. 
Additionally, a conflict of interest may occur if the same real estate 
brokerage (through different associate real estate brokers or real estate 
salespersons associated with such brokerage) represents both sides of 
the transaction. The best agents value serving as strategic negotiators, not 
just marketers, for their clients so they only seek to have these conflicts 
of interest waived (i.e, dual agency and dual agent with designated sales 
agent are the terms of art for the waivers) where their clients understand 
that such waivers limit the agents’ ability to negotiate. 

Now, assuming no conflict of interest is waived, the (Continued on page 22)

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(Continued from page 20) best strategic negotiators have three skills that set 
them apart from the rest. First, they set realistic expectations so sellers and 
buyers alike are not anxious throughout the negotiation process. To set 
expectations, the best agents explain risk/reward analysis for each possible 
negotiation position where transacting parties can make informed choices 
of how they'd like their deal handled. Dogma is ignored and strategy rules 
the day. 

Next, the best agents never have their clients involved or present during 
negotiations. Even the most sophisticated clients will be too emotionally 
involved to optimally negotiate their own transaction. In this sense, the 
best associate real estate brokers and real estate salespersons know 
that their job is to serve as a screen for their clients where they can 
obtain the other side’s position, explain it to their clients in private, and 
then take the necessary time to respond after a strategy session with 
their clients. 

Lastly, the best agents understand principled negotiation where they 
look at the entire picture of the transaction rather than engaging in position 
bargaining on just price. To illustrate, maybe the seller really wants to 
take the antique chandelier and maybe the buyer doesn’t really want the 
chandelier. Perhaps the buyer can save money on the purchase price by 
offering the seller to take the chandelier. 

To know if you are working with one of the best, ask them if such agent 
will be your strategic advisor and negotiator throughout the process, or, 
if instead, they want you to waive all conflicts of interest and have them 
represent both sides of the deal with compromised fiduciary duties. To 
be clear, there’s nothing inherently wrong with having you waive the 
conflicts of interest. Instead, what you should be looking for is how 
the agent explains the effects of a waiver and if the agent takes pride 
in wanting to negotiate on your behalf and only offers to have you waive 


the conflicts of interest if you are a strategic and experienced real estate 
negotiator on your own. Otherwise, waiving a conflict of interest for your 
specific agent (as opposed to the company level conflict of interest waiver) 


can be dangerous according to the Department of State in its article Be 
Wary of Dual Agency. 


Fair Housing 

The best agents understand their role as gatekeepers to integrated 
communities. When seeking buyers and tenants, they don't see 
demographics, they see dollar bills (i.e. the best offer gets the property 
not just the applicant who looks like the neighbors). As New Yorkers we 
know that living in a melting pot is our identity. Only through a meshing of 
diverse cultures can we achieve greatness. To further that goal, which is 
legally required by way of the Fair Housing Act, the New York State Human 
Rights Law, the Suffolk County Human Rights Law and local laws, these 
agents understand the exponential exposure that their sellers and landlords 
face if decisions about terms, conditions or privileges are made with the 
demographics of the purchasers or tenants being a relevant factor. 

In fact, the following demographics are protected on the East End of 
Long Island: race, ethnicity, creed, color, national origin, alienage status, 
citizenship status, sexual orientation, lawful source of income, marital status, 
partnership status, military status, sex, gender identity, age, disability, familial 
status, domestic violence victim, sexual abuse victim, stalking victim, and 
religion. Knowing that such protections cover just about every demographic, 
the best agents serve as a screen as an integral aspect of their service 
offering. In such, the top agents never reveal any demographics of 
prospective purchasers or tenants to their sellers and landlords. As a result 
of this practice, the best agents make it a functional impossibility for their 
clients to have discriminated in a transaction. This is because not knowing 
the demographics makes it impossible to discriminate, which is the ultimate 
defense to a discrimination lawsuit. Therefore, these agents understand 
that offering this screen service is as important as getting a high sales/ 
rental price for their clients because those who hire the best like to avoid 
losing money in suit as much as they like to make money in the transaction. 

To know if you are working with one of the best, ask the agents what you 
should know about housing discrimination and see if they explain their role 
as a demographic screen. fr

How do you go about starting a 
new piece? 

The paintings usually begin 
with a concept driven by the 
season, local food availability or 
a food idea from my husband, 
who is a wonderful cook.

for herbs and flowers. I look at the meal as

Second Avenue Subway. 


Tell us a little about “Intimate Feats,” your 
solo exhibition in Jamesport. 

The inspiration for my “Intimate Feats” series 
comes from the desire to capture the essence 
of meals my husband (and muse) and I create 
for ourselves, family or close friends. One day, 
a friend was sharing a meal with us and said,

Cooking Up Books w/Workman’s Suzanne Rafer

I’m thankful for the many 
surprises that living in the 
Hamptons brings. Turns out 
that a woman I barely know 
has been profoundly affecting 
_ my life since I was a child. 

I’ve often run into Workman 
Publishing’s editor Suzanne 
Rafer at the Sag Harbor 
Farmers Market. I’ve been 
fascinated with her career for 
the last couple of years, since she mentioned that 
she edits cookbooks. We finally sat down together 
for the first time last month. 

Fun fact: “Workman Publishing,” which was 
founded in 1968 and is renowned for publishing 
classic, practical books, was not given a descriptive 
name but rather an eponymous one. It’s named 
after its founder Peter Workman. 

You probably grew up with Workman Publishing 
like I did, even if you don’t know it. Do you remember 
the very graphic Kliban Cats? Both my verbal 
development and my son’s were impacted by these 
misspeaking kitties. “Love them little mousies... 
Mousies what I love to eat! Bite they little heads 
off, nibble at they tiny feet!,” was a refrain first 
shared in Bernard “Hap” Kliban’s original book 
from Workman, Cat. Then it was printed across 
my mother’s favorite kitchen towels. When my son 
came along, my home still sported curtains made 


from Kliban Cat bed sheets. Ultimately, 
I think that Kliban’s advice to Never Eat 
Anything Bigger Than Your Head, the title 
of his second book, has helped us both 
in life. And that book, like two-thirds of 
Workman’s books, remains in print to 
this day. That’s an extraordinarily high 
percentage of books to remain on any 
publisher’s backlist. Rafer points out, 
“you're nothing without your backlist,” 
followed by “you’re nothing without your 
authors. Our authors are our partners.” 
Clearly they’re onto something there. 

It’s hard to imagine now, but the 
iconic Kliban Cats were not an immediate 
hit. To gain exposure for the book, Peter Workman 
sent most of his staff, including Rafer, to the annual 
cat show at Madison Square Garden to hawk copies 
and wave blown-up images of the illustrations. For 
Rafer it was only natural—her first career was in 
street theater. Workman got requests for posters to 
sell and reached a licensing agreement with Kliban 
to print them. Other Cat merchandise followed, 
including mugs, pillows and ceramic collectibles. 
Workman’s famous Page-A-Day Calendars were born 
in 1979.

GREEN AND RED APPLE PANCAKE 
Matefaim aux Pommes Vertes et Rouges 
Quick | Serves 4 


Matefaims, or matafans, from the Franche-Comté 
region in eastern France that borders Switzerland, 
means “calming or taming hunger.” 

Most often they are thick, savory pancakes 
made with mashed potato.

They told me they also like to make them when 
they come back from a day of skiing or in a sweet 
version with apples for an afternoon snack.

1 2 cups all-purpose flour 
1 tablespoon baking soda 
14 teaspoon salt 

1 cup plus 4 
sugar, divided 

2 large eggs, room temperature 
3 tablespoons vegetable oil 

3 teaspoons pure vanilla extract 
1 cup milk 

2 red apples 

3 Granny Smith apples 

2 tablespoons unsalted butter 
Confectioner’s sugar 

Grated chocolate, optional 


tablespoons granulated 


In a large mixing bowl, whisk the flour, baking 
soda, salt, and 14 cup plus 2 tablespoons granulated 
sugar to combine. 

In another bowl, whisk the eggs, oil, and vanilla 
extract together. Pour the wet ingredients into the 
dry ingredients, mix with a wooden spoon until 
smooth and all lumps disappear, then gradually 
whisk in the milk. 

Let the mixture rest while you prepare the apples.

Slice 1 red and 2 green apples into 4 sections 
each. Peel, core, and slice each section very thinly. 
Slice these pieces in half. Melt butter in the pan 
with 1 tablespoon granulated sugar. Add the apples 
and cook them on medium heat until tender, about 
4 minutes. 

Sprinkle in the remaining sugar and cook until the 
apples are caramelized and browned, 2-3 minutes. 

Add the apples to the pancake batter and stir to 
combine. Scoop all of the batter into the pan and 
cook over medium-low heat without moving for 
about 15-20 minutes. Place a plate over the top, 
invert, and slide the pancake back into the pan to 
cook for another 4 minutes. 

Garnish with the remaining apples that you have 
sliced into slivers, leaving the skin on for color, then 
sift confectioner’s sugar over the top. Garnish with 
the chocolate, if you wish. 4.
